ILLUSTRATION FARM 
ORGANIZER IN TOWN 


Mr. Sackville, of the iHMustration 
farm branch, of the department of ag- 
riculture, Ottawa, is in town this 
week looking for a site for the es- 
tablishment of an illustration {arte in 
this district. 

In company with Mayor Greer, D. 
W. Hanson and E. E. Chandler, hie 
inspected seyeral probable sites, and 
will make a report on them later. 

Tire illustration farm idea is car- 
ried out in the following mafiner: 50 
acres is rented by the government at. 
a point near town and on one of the 
most travelled roads. The land ‘is: sub- 
divided into plots, and the government 
furnishes the first seed, which will he 
ofthe very best grade gtawt’ 
ceperiméntat farms. TRE 
paid for the trowble of taking care of 
the plots and taking notes, and be- 
sides he has the seed raised for his 
own gain. The idea of the farm is to 
introduce pure registered seed, and to 
have some place where this seed can 
be raised in the district, under our 
own climatic conditions, and have rec- 
ords kept so that valuable information 
may he had on experimental work in 
the raising of seed grain.
